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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


The  Newcastle  Emlyn  Rural  District,  a large  portion  of  which  lies  in  the  beautiful 
Vale  of  Teify,  covers  an  area  of  82,842  acres,  and  extends  from  Cenarth  in  the  north 
west  to  Llanycrwys  in  the  east.  The  district  is  divided  into  eight  Parishes,  viz  :- 
Cenarth,  Llangeler,  Llanfihangel-ar-Arth,  Llanllwni,  Llanfihangel  Rhos-y-Corn, 
Llanybyther,  Llanycrwys  and  Pencarreg.  As  expected  in  a rural  area  of  this  nature 
farming  is  the  basic  industry,  with  the  emphasis  on  dairy  farming. 

The  mid-year  home  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  1969 
is  8,000. 

For  Registration  purposes  the  area  is  divided  into  the  following  two  Registration 
Sub-Districts 

Cenarth 

Llanybyther 

The  Rateable  value  of  the  area  is  £132,868,  the  sum  represented  by  a Penny  Rate

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


Hospital,  Laboratory  and  Ambulance  Facilities  : 

The  district  is  served  mainly  by  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital,  Carmarthen  and 
Cardigan  Hospital,  with  provision  for  cases  of  infectious  diseases  at  the  West  Wales 
Isolation  Hospital,  Upper  Tumble,  Nr.  Llanelli.  Cases  of  mental  disease  receive 
treatment  at  St.  David’s  Hospital,  Carmarthen. 

Clinics  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  are  held  at  the  West  Wales  General 
Hospital,  Glangwili,  Carmarthen.  Free  treatment  may  be  obtained  at  these  clinics 
under  conditions  of  secrecy  and  confidence.  The  clinics  are  held  as  follows  : — 

Males  and  Females — First  and  third  Friday  in  each  month — 2 p.m.  to  6 p.m. 

Bacteriological  and  pathological  investigations  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  and  the  Pathological  Department  at  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital, 
Glangwili,  Carmarthen,  and  the  resources  of  these  laboratories  are  always  available 
to  medical  practitioners. 

Ambulance  facilitbs,  including  facilities  for  the  transport  of  sitting  car  cases,  are 
under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 


Home  Nursing  Services  : 

The  area  is  served  by  : 

Five  District  Nurses  in  the  direct  employ  of  the  County  Council  at  Pencader, 
Llanybyther,  Velindre,  Newcastle  Emlyn  and  an  area  relief. 


Child  Health  Clinics  : 

There  are  five  child  health  clinics  in  the  area — Brechfa,  Cwmann,  Llanybyther, 
Pencader  and  Velindre. 


Ante-Natal  Clinics  : 

There  are  no  Ante-Natal  Clinics  in  the  area. 


The  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children  : 

Arrangements  are  made  for  unmarried  mothers  to  be  admitted  to  one  of  the 
following  hostels  : Northlands,  Cardiff ; Cwmdonkin  Shelter,  Swansea  ; The  Llan- 
daff  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee  Hostel,  Penarth  or  the  St.  Martin’s  Home, 
Hereford.  These  arrangements  are  made  by  the  County  Council  and  also  the  St. 
David’s  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee.

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SCHOOLS 


The  Local  Education  Authority  is  the  County  Council.  There  are  1G  Primary 
Schools  within  the  Rural  area.  During  the  year,  two  schools  were  permanently  closed. 

No  schools  within  the  area  were  closed  on  account  of  infectious  diseases  during 
the  year.

Fifteen  of  the  Untreated  Milk  samples  were  also  examined  for  Brucella  abortus 
under  the  Brucella  Ring  and  Culture  tests.  One  sample  gave  a positive  result  under 
the  Brucella  Ring  test  but  Brucella  abortus  was  not  isolated  in  this  sample  under 
the  follow  up  Culture  test. 

A Dealer’s  (Pasteuriser’s)  Milk  Licence  was  issued  in  respect  of  a dairy  in  the  area 
where  a ‘ Holder  ’ type  of  pasteurising  plant  was  installed  during  the  year. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


The  Council’s  Surveyor  reports  as  follows  : — 

Water  Supply 

The  difficulties  being  experienced  with  distribution  of  water  supplies  throughout 
the  whole  district  were  again  reported  to  Council.  The  areas  mostly  affected  were 
Llangeler,  Pencader  and  Cwmann,  where  during  dry  seasons  acute  water  shortage  was 
experienced.  It  was  again  emphasised  that  unless  steps  were  taken  in  the  near  future 
to  augment  on  existing  sources  it  would  be  virtually  impossible  to  maintain  adequate 
supplies  for  the  whole  of  the  Council’s  area. 

A scheme  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  for  supplying  the  upper 
reaches  of  Cwmann  (Tafarn  Jem  area)  was  presented  to  Council  and  submitted  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Welsh  Office.  This  scheme  to  be  linked  with  the  Cardigan- 
shire Water  Board’s  trunk  main  at  Lampeter  will  provide  a supply  of  water  for  the 
first  time  to  farms  and  dwellings  in  the  higher  reaches  around  Tafarn  Jem  and  aug- 
ment existing  supplies  from  Llanybyther  to  Cwmann. 

During  1969  further  meetings  were  convened  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  the 
Council  forming  part  of  the  Cardiganshire  Water  Board  and  it  was  agreed  that  the 
Council  make  a formal  application  for  membership  of  that  Board  subject  to  satisfac- 
tory financial  arrangements. 

No  major  schemes  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  but  mains  were  re-laid  in  the 
following  districts  : —

Rhydfach,  Llangeler 
Aberarad,  Newcastle  Emlyn

Slaughterhouse  Facilities  and  Meat  Inspection 

There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  which  is  situated  in  the  village 
of  Llanybyther.  In  accordance  with  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963,  all 
food  animals  slaughtered  were  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the 
carcases  passed  fit  for  human  consumption  marked  with  an  official  identifying  stamp.
